Growth of Honolulu Demands Nm
Building Laws, New Fire Lim-
its and More Wharves,

Mo Alexander Young, Minisier of
the Interior, was laterviewed on last
Saturday afternoon by an Advertiser
reporter, as follows

Repiying to your several questlons
regarding genernl Improvements for
Honolulu, and in particular the exten-
sion of the sewerage system to locall-
ties of Importance outside of the lnes
taken in by the plans of Mr. Rudolph
Herring, prepared for the Governmoent
in 1808, as well an  all the localities
vovered by sald plans, 1 have to sy
that in calling for tendera for tho com-
pletion of the sewerage of Honolulu
the Government is mindful of the nesd
of extenslon beyond the llmite covered
by Mr. Herring's plans.”™ We have, by
the steamer Coptie, which salled Feb-
ruary 2th for the Mainland, sent for-
ward plana and speclfleations inviting
tenders for Inbor and materinls separ-
ately; not only for the completion of
the sewernge for Honolulu lald down
in Mr. Herring's plans, but also lo
cover gevaral extenslons ancicipated
for outllying districts and for that
mude neceseary by the remodeling of
the eirests in Chinatown.

Growth of Honolulu.

Honolulu is growing rapidiy, Beyond
4 doubt the submarine eable connect-
ing these Islands with the Mainland,
and which we will have shortly, will
accelerate the increase of population to
an «normous extent; <o much so
in fact, that I believe there will not
be accommodations for such influx of
people unless the property owners of
Honolulu bestir themselyes, Hundreds
of men and their families from other
lands would gladly spend a part of
vach year on our sunny shores, if they
<ould do so and keep in touch with the
rest of the world meanwhile, The great
walerway soon to Dbe constructed
aeross the mainiand continent, for the
acrcommodation of the commerce of all
nations pagging from the Atlantic to
the Puacilie and vice versa, when com-
pleted, will bring such an avalanche of
trade and travel to our shores as will
astonisy even the most sanguine opti-
mist of today regarding Honoluln's fu-
ture.

It will re-
quire 1" ge sums of money Lo Accom-
plish ‘= 2; but no town or city ever re-

zretted judiclous expenditures for such
public 'mprovements as roads, sireets,
and sowers.

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COAXING RAIN.

Interesting Experiments With Sul-
phuriec Acid and Zinc.

SAN DIEGO, Jan, 27.—Some of the

fruit-growers and graln-radsers of the

section af the country between this

¢ity and the Mexican line have hecome
fearful that there is not going to be a
sulficlent amount of rain to save thelr
crops and they are now endeavoring to
conx the molsture out of the clouds.
The last rain which visited this coun-
Ly, although assuming the proportions
of a cloudburst In some parts of the
back county, treated the Otay section
very shabblly, The precipitation was
not even half an inch there, while In
the Escondldo section more than five
inches fell.

Ag the days and weeks went by and
no more rain came, the crops all the
while getting drier and drier, the resi-
dents despalred of having anything to
show at the end of the spason for thalr
labor and toil, and thoupgnt that the
third successive dry yoar was upon
them. The crops planted in the red
soll are still in excellent condition, but
those in the dark soll are suffaring
conslderably and unless given encour-
agement soon they will be beyond all
hope,

With this conditlon staring  the
ranchers in the lace one of their num-
ber suggested that experiments be
carried on to produce the much covet-
ed rain, The proposition was received
{avorably, the ranchers realizing that
no harm could result therefrom and
that perhaps it would be the means of
their salvation. The method used by
the Rock Island road in Kansas, which
produced rain 180 times out of 200 ex-
periments, was decided upon.

The money was raised by subserip-
tion for purchasing the necessary mii-
terinl, The experiment was commeane-
ed yesterday aiternoon and it is to be
kept up seventy-two hours unless the
showersz sought [for arrlve with less
coaxing.

Two hundred pounds of
acld were purchased and 100 pounds
of zinc. The chemical action of the
acld on the zine liberates immense
quantities of hydrogen. Being much
lighter than alr, It ascends quickly to
the clouds and by produclng commo-
tion there is expected Lo cruse the pre-
cipitation which the thirsty ecarth
needs. A thorough test is to be made
and it Is hoped that the section wlil be
one of the ones to reap benefit from
the scheme of rainmaking.
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GENERAL MERCIER DEFEATED

Famous Enemy of Captain Dreyfus is
Turned Down.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—General Mercier
received an unexpected rebufl yester-
day when the old students of the Ecole
Polytechnigue, which furnish & major-
ity of the artillery and engineer offi-

cers of the army, met in the &chool
theater to elect a president.
Amid great excltement the ballot

was taken, the result showing only 200
voles for General Mercier against 1,000
for his adversary. Uproar and a free
fight followed, General Mercler’'s partl-
gans declaring that the ballot had been
falsified. Tables and chalirs were over-
turned and General Bolsonnet, who
presided, was hustled.

Eventually order wus restored and a
recount confirmed the defeat of Mer-
cler,

The Unswept Trams.

A gentleman who made complete
round trips on the tramcars yesterday
to sce if they were swept or dusted at
the terminalas reports that nothing of
the sort was done, The driver sat
while waiting and left his car to shift
for itself. Astonlshed to find that Mr,
Pain's orders were being violated in
this way the gentleman asked the Ad-
vertiser to bring the fact to the man-
ager's attention. He says further that
he does not believe that the trams have
been well swept since they resumed
thelr service.

Raws—The recelpts for the woek
were rather increased, bLut that lhas
not- checked In any manner the
strength of the raw sugar market. The
quantity for sale was not large, and
was readily taken at the basis of 4%c
per pound for 96 degree test for cen-
trifugals, Including Javas at 12s 3d c.
I. 1., equal to 43ic duty pald. Muscova-

dos were nominally quoted last week
at 3 156-16c, and have sinee been sold
within a very small fraction of thal
price. Larger amounts could have been
sold If offered, but the avallable su-
gars for sale are limited at the moment
outslde of Buropean production. HEu-
rope appears to be now looking to
America for the probabllities of the
future markets, As far as we can see,
there is little reason to expect any re-
turn of the lower basls of prices re-
cently prevalling, even for several
months to come, A steadily improv-
ing tendency Is now likely for the next
two months, and If then a reactlon oc-
curs, as frequently happens during the
spring eeason, prices are not likely to
recede below the present basis.

Referring to our remarks last week
regarding the bubonie plague in the
sugar producing countries of Australia,
Philipploe Islands, Hawallan Islands
and Brazll, it s now reported that the
plague has broken out at Rosario, Ar-
gentine Republie.

Hawallan Exporte—The exports of
sugar from the Hawallan Islands were
1,008 tona for week ending December
30th, and 1,979 tons for week ending
January bGth.

Opposition to Reciprocity.

The reciprocity treaties negotiated by
the President and now requiring the
approval of Congress before becomling
effective, provide for reduction in du-
ty of 20 per cent on sugar from Argen-
tine Republic and 12% per cent on Brit-

Ish Wesat Indies sugars. The President
recommends that Cuba sugar be admit-
ted at the same reduction as may be
granted the British West Indies sugar,
and that the sugar and other products
of Puerto Rico be placed on the free
1ist. The home producers of sugurs
are fighting all these propositions,
hoping to defeat any action which will
make any change in the policy of pro-
tection, and, while not fearing much
competition from the limited produe-
tion of Puerto Rico, they object Lo the
precedent of admitting free the sugars
from that small laland, having in view
the probabllity of the attempt later on
to admit Cuba sugar free, One of the
Benators from Connecticut, where to-
bacco is produced, proposes a reduction
of 20 per cent In dutics on the prod-
ucts of Puerto Rico (nstead of free en-
try. The supportera of the Prealdent
belleve that free trade will be granted
Puerto Rico at this sesslon of Con-
gress, after a long fight.

The sugar men are supported by pro-
dueers of tobacco, wool, fruits, ete., In
their opposition to the reciprocity
treatios, especlally to the Argentine
treaty, which affects the wool Interests,
